and was paid by the column He is a good 
all round man of experience and capacity, 
yet his earnings had not averaged twelve 
dollars per week, and the week -before he 
left he had onJy earned five dollars 
The 


staff of the paper was a hrge one, and the 
more scanty when divided up, good men 
hiving often to wait days for an assign- 
ment. The remuneration being six dol- 
lars per column, it will be seen that half a 
column a day would only yield a bate liv - 
ing and a reporter who got in that much 
everyday was especially lucky. 


Now m all my experience I never saw 


in one small stickful of matter so many 
glaring absurdities 
It would appear that 


this restless "gentleman" has three string* 
to his professional bow.
